Singular Discovery *>' Lo«s 
Hidden Treasure l>y a 
Dream. 

The following incident is related in a 
recent letter From Philadelphia to a 
well-known gentleman of this city, and 
is given on the authority of a Quaker 
merchant in whose family it occurred. 
The gentleman has been for many years 
engaged in the ship chandlery business 
on Water street, near "Walnut, Philu 
dolphia. He is in good circumstances 
and tho bead of a family, consisting of 
his wife and their three children. Mat- 
tie, the little eight year-old daughter, 
recently at tho breakfast table com- 
menced to toll about a number of "lino 
things"— watches, rings and gold coins, 
which sho had seen during the night. 
Her mother said, "Mattic, J|you have 
boon dreaming;" and so the matter pas- 
sed off. This whs Thursday. On Friday 
morning sho again seemed much excit- 
ed and said: "Oh! if you could only see 
the lino rings and gold watch all cover- 
ed with bright stones, just like what 
mamma has in her rings." Jler brother 
laughirgly said: "Well, Mattie, you 
dream that over for tho third time and 
keep tight hold of anything you get in 
your hands." Singular to relate the 
child told the same story again Satur- 
day morning, saying, "I got them out 
at A big rust}' iron thing standing on 
tho pavement." Saturday being a holi- 
Aay for. tho se.lmnl children,, .and the 
mother having to go tn the father's 
store, took Mattio along with her. 
Child-like she ran to the hack part of 
the store fronting on Wall street, to 
see the steamboat* and vessels passing 
up and down. All at once she ran back 
oxcitedly to the office exclaiming: 

"Oh, papa, conic quick! 1 see the 
very same big, high, iron thing where 
f got all my nice things out of." To 
humor her, "both father and mother ac- 
companied the child to the narrow sido- 
walk fronting on Water street, where 
old Philadelphia™ will remember there 
are a number of iron cannon planted, 
muzzle up, at certain distances on tho 
curb to keep heavy teams from en- 
croaching on the sidewalk.

WE MUST MANUFACTURE, 

British Columbia ia now woll into th 
year 1S85, of which ao much ia expected, 
and it ia timu that wo should consider 
■what can bo cbno to amply realizo all our 
anticipations for tho province Evory 
day brings tho transcontinental railway 
noaror, and its coinplotlon is lookad 
to to usher in * uow ora of prosperity and 
progrosa. Doubtloas thoso hopes will bo 
fulfilled, but wo havo more than onco 
tried to point out that tho Canadian 
Pacific railway of itself is not ablo to 
build up this province; it needs tho co- 
operation of enterprising people who will 
take advantage of tho facilities for trade 
offorod by tho railway. The work of 
constructing this groat overland lino has 
brought numbers of men into tho pro- 
vince whom it should bo tho endeavor of 
tho people to keep here. A few of them 
will probably find permanent employ 
ment on tho railway; but for tho rest 
some new work must bo dovisud. It ia 
for this that our public-spirited men 
should como forward; now industries 
should bo opened up, and, above all, 
manufactures meat be eatabliahod. There 
is no reason why British Columbia should 
not make fur ila own uao and also for sup- 
plying tho northwest territories witli 
many articles which are now imported. 
Victoria ia admirably situated for a manu- 
facturing city; her position in proximity to 
ono of the finest harbors north of San 
Francisco, her nearness to tho extensive 
coal fields of Nanaimo, and her well oa- 
tablished reputation as a commercial city 
would greatly aid her success in whatever 
lines of commerce she might endeavor to 
operate. Tho ventures which havo been 
made havo invariably succeeded, and we 
have before our oyea tho flourishing ro- 
Bult8 of experiments that wore begun in 
fear and trembling. Hut tho time for 
luch feelings ia over; during the last two 
or throe years the affairs of the country 
have taken aueh a decided turn for tho 
better that any enterprise .seriously un- 
dertaken ia sure to succeed. Several new 
industries have recently been introduced 
and business men havo certainly shown 
that they possoss tho spirit of enterprise by 
tho numerous building improvements un- 
dertaken and carried through during tho 
past year. Let this spirit be encouraged 
and fostered; let every business man who 
has watched tho growth of the country 
and has shared in the benefits of the 
gradual improvement resolve to do his 
part toward establishing at least ono in- 
dustry.

NAVIGATION OF INLAND 
WATERS. 

Our somnolent but esteemed morning 
contemporary has woko up and announ- 
ces that foreign steamers cannot navigate 
British Columbia rivers. As usual, our 
unpractical friond enunciatoa a platitude 
and sees only half hia aubjoct. Kvorybody 
knows that foreign stoamboata or voasula, 
oicopt by troaty, have no "right" to navi- 
gate our inland waters. Hut most peoplo 
also know that foreign vessels do navigate 
our inland waters or rivers in order to 
roach a port of entry though dobarred from 
doing coasting trade en route. Foreign 
vessels go to New VVestmiiiBtor, and 
•would go higher up the Fraacr wore tho 
port of entry higher up. Similarly, on 
an internationally navigable highway 
liko tho Columbia, an American steam- 
boat may ascend that river and deliver 
goods and passengers at tho port of ontry 
which, we understand, will bo establish ed 
at Farwoll by Dominion order in council. 
A custom houso officer will board tho 
steamboat at tho landing and go in it to 
tho port of ontry. It i3 only misleading 
our merchants to suggest that they can 
wake up at the olovonth hour and hope to 
tmvo, by advocating a vexatious regula- 
tion, a trado which nature and circum- 
stances havo fairly oponed to them. Wo 
Victorians ought to have that traJa and 
we are lotting it go from us or, rather, 
are taking no steps to securo it. Our 
board of trade, if wo romomber right, 
highly approved tho proposal of tho 
Kootonay Bill promoters toprovide moans 
of navigation on tho Columbia. It is 
truo that in doing ao thoy stated they had 
not read the bill which thoy woro approv- 
ing; but wo regard that as a little com- 
mercial joke to enliven a dreary discus - 
sion. Such means of transport certainly 
will benefit tho interior and oastorn part 
of tho province and tho Farwoll entropot, 
and provincial prosperity may react bono- 
ficially on Victoria; but tho direct offect 
on her trado will bo injurious if she con- 
tinues supine, as is now beginning to bo 
realized before tho first steamer is 
launched. 



. A STRAN<JH OOMFLAINT. 

Tho managing editor of our youthful 
ovoning contemporary, who ia starring it 
at Ottawa, writoa to his journal to com- 
plain that when his paper, on tho au- 
thority of Mr. Van Home, announced 
that Coal Harbor and English Hay would 
ho tho mainland termini of the railway, 
neither tho Post nor The Cuhmist had tho 
"enterprise" to wire for a confirmation of 
tho report. This is a strange complaint, 
indeed. It implicit confidence was placed 
in tho report why should a "wire" have 
been sent < It was sufficient authority for 
us that Mr. Van Hume's name was at- 
tached to tho telegram; besides wo had 
made a similar announcement nearly 
three months before." According to (.he 
managing editor, when he makes an as- 
sertion hia contemporaries aro chargeable 
with want of enterprise if thoy should 
fail to suspect him of lying. 

INLAND REVENUE. 

Tho report of the inland revenue de- 
partment shows a decrease in tho receipts 
of $736,509 duo principally to tho great 
falling off in tho revenue from tobacco 
owing to the reduction of duties and also 
in spirits. Tho quantity of spirits manu- 
factured was 4,207,&7C proof gallons as 
against 4,281, 207 gallons of tho provious 
year. Trado and navigation returns give 
total exports from tho Dominion as $'.)! - 
40(5,41)0 ; total imports, 8116,397 042. 
This is a decreaso on both sides; the per- 
centage of decrease being considerably 
tho greatest in tho imports. Tho amount 
of customs duties paid per head of tho 
population has been reduce! horn iffi '20 
in 1883 to 84.53. 



INDIAN AFFAIRd. 

In tho report of tho department of In- 
dian affairs presented at Ottawa, tho Bupor- 
intondent-goneral says that although 
Indian matters havo on tho whole main- 
tained thoir normal satisfactory condition 
through tho yoar, yot at, two or throe 
points thero has not beou wanting cause 
for anxiety, but happily tho measures 
adopted to meet the emergency at each of 
the places proved effectual except, at Met- 
lakalitla, on tho uorihwont coast of the 
province of British Columbia, whoro tho 
troubles which rosultod trom lilaaeuulotm 
between rival missionaries and their ad- 
herents still continue. Tho Indians who 
woro induced to remove north of the in- 
ternational boundary line, havo settled 
upon tho resorvos and aro now making a 
fair progrosa in farming with tho excep- 
tion of Big Boar and hia band, who delay 
thoir selection of a rcsorvo, &nd who, as 
thoy roam about tho country and visit 
tho rosorvos of othor bauds, endeavoring 
to instill dissatisfaction among thorn, aro 
a oauso of considerable .anxiety. Up to 
tho present time, however, thoir efl'ortB to 
itiduco tho Croo Indians generally to in- 
crease their demands on tho government 
havo boon futile. Tho total numbor of 
Indians in Canada is 131,952, of whom 
39,011 aro in British Columbia, :W,000 in 
northwoat, 10,000 in Ontario and 1,200 in 
Quebec. In tho various Indian schools 
there aro 4,380 pupils, 1,930 being in 
Ontario. 

THE DOMINION PUBLIC 
ACCOUNTS. 

Tho receipts for the fiscal year onding 
dune 30. 1884, bIiow to tho credit of the 
consolidated fund to havo been $31,861,- 
961, while the expenditure chargeable to 
the consolidated fund has boon $31,107, 
700. Tho total assets of the Dominion 
are $00,762,431 ; total liabilities, $242,- 
182,410. Though an addition has boon 
to the net debt of $23,659,135 the rate of 
interest has decreased from .30 to, 400. 
Reference is made to the accounts in dis 
puto between Ontario and tho Dominion, 
of which it is believed there will shortly 
bo an amicable settlement. 

Disgraceful Scene in n Funeral 
Procession. 



TWO BRAVE GIKLS. 

They Successfully Defy a liana 
of masked Men. 



The funeral of Owen Ocoglicgan, 
tho notorious pugilist who recently died 
in New York, was accompanied with 
some remarkrauly disgraceful proceed- 
ings. The roughs took possession of the 
funeral and sat near tho collin with the 
sisters of the dead wsn f telling Ktoriea. 

Ono anecdote led to another until 
thoy woro interrupted by the shrill 
voico of a woman exclaiming: "There, 
vou'vu seen your father in spito of 
them." A little girl, dressed alljin black, 
with a little bonnet covered with black 
crape, hand enfciired the room in which 
the body lay, accompanied by a wo 
man who remained at tho door. A 
heavy black veil covered the child's 
face, and no one noticed her. She walk- 
ed up to tho coffin, and, throwing aside 
her veil, kissed the dead man on tho 
forehead and lips, and then began to 
cry. It was the pugilist'H reputed child, 
the daughter of a woman who claims 
to have bean married to him, but whom 
the sisters did not recognize. The little 
girl had not been allowed to sue 
Geoghegan the day before. 

Tho constant stream of men dressed 
in their best and with sobor faces pas- 
sing up and down the staircase caused 
a crowd to gather despite the bitter 
wind, and the additional attraction was 
added of a hoarso surmounted by eight 
immense black and white plumes, and 
drawn by four coal-black horses. 

It was not untl 3 o'clock that the 
coflin was brought down stairs. It had 
been arranged that the dead man's sis- 
ters shoui«l ride behind the hearse with 
their husbands in tho carriage; follow 
ng. As tb.fi licarso loft the door a hack, 
Irawn by two white horses, galloped 
up and dropped in close behind it. The 
brothers-in-law protested and the sis- 
ters cried, but it was of no use. The 
coachman was an unusual one, witli a 
hard look and a black moustache, and 
had evidently been chosen specially for 
tho occasion. Ho glowered in triumph 
at everybody, and a hard looking crowd 
without collars or cravats, surrounded 
and choorod him. The carriage contain 
cd Geoghegan'a reputed widow, her 
laughter and two otlieryoung woman. 
The sister's carriage finally took third 
place in the line, tho police having ro- 
fused to interfere in bo delicate a mat- 
ter, and tho procession of twenty car- 
riages started oil' that way, but urged 
from within tho sisters' coachman did 
his best to take precedence of the coach- 
man driving tho widow. After humping 
together innumerable times the wheels 
of tho rival carriages became locked 
and the hurrying hoarso went half a 
black ahead. 

The carriages were soon free again 
and then began a neck and- neck rare 
over tho icy streets. Both teams were 
equally poor, and it would probably 
have been a tie, but unfortunately a 
big yellow boarded policeman, who 
didn't understand the situation, llourish 
ed his club at the carriage nearest him, 
which happened to bo tli" widow's mid 
forced the coachman lo hold up. Then 
the sisters took the lead once more and 
they held it to the ferry. On tho other 
side of the river the contest, began 
again. The police had not been notified 
of the arrival of a funeral, ane no police 
woro there. The widow's coachman in 
tho circumstances showed himself equal 
to hia job. Suddenly rushing to the 
front, he ran his carriage wheels into 
tho legs of the rival team, almost 
throwing tho horses th the ground, and 
once more ho secured the first, place. 
Ifn kept it undsputed all the way to 
Calvarj Oonvotirey. 

KkW.CTH OK FORKST DKNUDATIOK. — 

One after another the flouring mills of 
Minneapolis are putting in steam 
plants to supplement thoir water-pow- 
er in times of low water and to substi- 
tute that power in times of no water 
at all. Tho water-power wealth of Min- 
neapolis, aa an adjunct always to be 
relied upon, seems to have hopelessly 
collapsed.

New Yokk, Jan. 20. — A Times spe- 
cial from Eriesayu: Two young ladies, 
Misses Idaho and Jeanne (iuthrio, liv- 
ing a row ruilos east of Erie, last wook 
had a thrilling experience with a band 
of masked burglars. Tho sisters had 
boon loft in charge of thoir home, their 
parents, Mr. and Mr.-;. Klisha liufchrie, 
liavmg been decoyed to Jamestown, 
N. Y. by a spurious dispatch. Soon 
after dark four masked men knocked 
at tho door and demanded admittance. 
The house being strong and well secur- 
ed, owing to its lonoly situation, tho 
girls resolved to stand a siege. Thoy 
barricaded tho doors and windows with 
furniture 1 , a precaution almost unneces- 
sary, owing to the strength of the locks, 
bolts and bars with which the lower 
part of the house was secured. The bur- 
glars tried every horrible threat that 
suggested itself to induce the young la- 
dies to surrender, but tho heroic girls 
held out resolutely. 

■The men commenced to file away the 
staples or bars of the lower window', 
which had the effect of greatly terrify- 
ing, though not subduing the fair de- 
fenders. Their younger brother, Henry, 
was absent at tho home of a school- 
mate named 11 igr- ins, between whose 
houso and the (Iuthrio home thero 
was telegraphic connection, the boys 
having fixed wires and batteries for tho 
purpose of studying telegraphy. Miss 
Jeanne, who had acquired the knowl- 
edge of telegraphy, rushed to her broth- 
er's room and frantically called him up, 
in the hope of transmitting intelligence 
of thoir danger and obtaining help from 
the 1 1 iggins folks. But lo their dismay 
thero was no response to tho culls and 
it was evident that Henry had left and 
was on the way home, which was the 
case, his friend accompanying him part 
of the way. 

In the meantime the burglars suc- 
ceeded in partially cut ting away the 
fastenings, and tho girls began to loso 
all hope. In the distance they could see 
the light of their brother's lantern as ho 
came across the l'n-lds, a circumstance 
that ineusilied their terror, as they be- 
lieved the vidians would kill him.

A Sugar War. 

The American and California sugar ru- 
tinorios of San Francisco aro having a 
akirmiah over thoir pricos ami so far 
neither shows any signs of giving way. 
Tho Amoricaii refinery rocently issued a 
price list making a reduction of one- 
fourth of u cent on throe grades of sugar; 
tho California company, run by iliaus 
Sprecklos, followed this up by a reduction 
of three-fourths of it cont. Till recoiitly 
tho two refineries worked in harmony and 
tho disunion is said to bo caused by the 
refusal of the California oompH.n-7 to allow 
tho smaller refinery to extend its business. 
Up to bust winter the American refinery, 
it is siid, was governed by tho agreement 
to sell only it certain proportion el goods. 

Finding a ready field tor its murchan 
diso, tho American company attempted to 
extend its operations, and the contract 
wan mutually annulled. Since tlion there 
has been a. qniot business competition be- 
tween tlio refineries, and the present price 
lists are the evidences that the rivalry is 
growing more determined. Opinion is 
divided as to the possible roault. Some 
grocers think tho California company will 
tiring the American company to tunes, 
but others maintain that the smaller cor- 
poration can stand the strain equally well, 
an assessment on fourteen stecli holders 
being a loss serious matter than a loss to 
one owner. The jobbers are considerably 
exercised by the sweeping reduction, its it 
leaves some of them with a largo stock of 
sugar on their hands bought at advanced 
rates.

Judge Greene had t. . make an appoint- 
ment to iill tho vacancy caused by Cilli- 
land's departure. 

A PUUTIIKK ACCOUNT. 

After the above account was written the 
reportor mot a gentleman who rolatod to 
him a full account of the career of Cilli 
land in La Conner. Gilliland was an ex - 
perienced telegraph operator, - and some 
years ago, when La Connor was a tele - 
graph transfer station, and an expert tele- 
grapher waa required there, the Westum 
Union Telegraph Company sent Gilliland 
to lake charge of that cflicu. At this 
time ho was addicted to drinkiug. When 
Judge Lewis came to the supreme bench 
of the territory he appointed Gilliland as 
clerk ol tho district curt at La Conner. 
The reposing of so much cotifideucu in 
lum caused Gilliland to reform, and he 
eschewed drink. Ho soon won the esteem 
of the Li Conner citizens and was en- 
trusted w ith considerable business, as he 
also engaged in the business of loan- 
ing money. He was appointed trus- 
tee of a largo estate there, and 
had other similar Irustn reposed in him, 
Ho bought large quant n ies of grain from 
Skagit farmers for San Francisco houses. 
Some time ago ho was authorised by 
the latter to make largo purchases 
for thorn. Instead of doing so on their ac- 
count he bought on his own account, i xpeot- 
iug to realize a profit Oil 11 rise in the price 
of grain. Tho price of grain instead of going 
up, went down, and Gilliland soon found 
himself behind a considerable amount, 
lie tried to make up the deficiency by 
using money belonging to tho estate in 
his charge, but tha" was not sutliciolit. 
Several months ago he went to San Fran- 
cisco, since which time tho La Connorites 
mourn his loss from their enterprising 
town. He returned on the last trip of 
the Mexico to tho Sound, but got only to 
Seattle, whence he wont to Victoria. A 
Seattlo party, who was in Victoria laat week, 
made a trip from Victoria to Now West 
minster with Gilliland. Gilliland admitted 
to his party that ho was short in all his ac- 
counts, and did not expect to return to Ijk 
Conner until after at least the district court 
there had adjourned. Judge Greene, at the 
session of the I. n Conner colli t just held, 
appointed Mr. Cleaves as clerk in place of 
Gilliland. Many do not believe that Cilli- 
Iniul's shortages amount to as much as §1(1,- 
000. He 1ms some property in La Conner 
which will cover in part his deficiency.

Thero are many eases £n which at 
firufc a skilled physician canuot sajr po- 
Bitively whether it is contagious (Hjili- 
theria or a simple nonspecific inflam- 
mation which ho has to deal, and this 
uncertainty may continue for a con- 
niderablo time. If Dr. Jacobi'a views 
arc correct, and ho is certainly very 
high authority on this subject, diph- 
theria may exist, especially in the adult 
in a chronic form, not greatly disturb- 
ing the health, or at all events not pre- 
venting tho pore an so affected from the 
going about and performing liis or Uur 
usual duties, and yet making the secre- 
tions from such person capable of con- 
veying the disease. 

The precautions to bn tnkon in the 
management of a well-marked case of 
diphtheria are, or should, generally 
known; they have been published as 
circulars by many health boads, and 
through the Beoularo and medical press, 
and mny be summed up as follows: — 
Isolaie the patient in an airy room 
having tho least possible amount of 
furniture, especially that which is up- 
holstered, and having no carpet or cur- 
tains. Disinfect all excretions and se- 
cretions, and especially from the throat 
nose and mouth, and all tho articles 
soiled by them, promptly, while they 
yet moist, and thoroughly. Use clean, 
soft rags for receiving the discharge 
from the nose and mouth, and burn 
thorn as fast as soiled. If other articles 
aro soiled, use solutions of chloride of 
zinc or bi -chloride of mercury, under j 
the instructions of the physician. Be ' 
especially careful as regards toys, pen- j 
cils, or other articles may be given the 
child for its amusement, of tho articles 
used in giving it food or drink, and of 
the remnants of such food or drink. 
Everything that has touched the pat- 
ient's lips, or that has been touched by 
anything that has touched the patient's 
lips, is dangerous. 

When convalesenco has act in do not 
yield too soon to tho importunities of 
tho patient to he allowed to see his 
friends or to go out, nor to your own 
fooling of weariness at tho long-con- 
tinued confinement. Abovo all things 
do not, under the excuse of giving 
change of air and scene, send him oft' 
to Homo other place to complete his re- 
covery; you might send dynamite with 
scarcely more risk. Do not semi tho 
child back to school in less than six 
weeks after you are satiafiod and 
he is entirely well is a very good rule 

If the little lifo is not ntrong enough, 
to withstand the attack, and is cut 
short, do not in your grief forget the 
danger to other lives which the house 
and its contents may yet cause. 1 Jo not 
allow sympathizing friends of the play- 
mate to enter; do not have any funeral 
ceremonies in the house; treat the sick 
room and its contents as being danger- 
ously infected. 

In mild and doubtful cases follow 
the plan above indicated as nearly as 
you can, and be sure that you care and 
patience will be needed if you with to 
obtain security for other members of 
the family and for friends. — Sanitary 
Engineer.
